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THE PASSING OF MAN POWER. 


Man power used to be everything in war 
and even as late as the world war it was 
the ultimately decisive factor. But there is 
a growing belief that 
man 
powder is no 
longer the most important element in war 
making, and this is the theory upon which 
the French, who are experts in questions 
of this sort, are proceeding. 
They 
have 
nothing like the man pow'er that Germany 
has, but they have a great superiority in 
the new weapons which in their judgment 
have relegated man power to a secondary 
place. 
First among these new weapons, for the 
present at any rate, is the airplane. A com­ 
paratively small 
nation 
with many first 
class airplanes 
can, 
according 
to 
the 
French 
theory, 
do pretty much what it 
chooses to a much larger and more popul­ 
ous nation with a few airplanes. 
This idea has been on mens* lips for some 
time; but the important point is that appar­ 
ently its soundness is just now being thor­ 
oughly 
realized. 
Britain 
is launching a 
new aircraft program and so is Italy. Rus­ 
sia, with all her vast man power, finds that 
she must have a great air fleet if she is to 
make her influence felt and she is prepar­ 
ing to build one. 
There are good reasons 
for believing that 
the German 
activities 
which are watched 
most closely 
by the 
French is not afraid of Germany’s super­ 
iority in man powrer. What she is afraid of 
is that Germany may in some way provide 
herself with new instruments of war more 
effective than those of the French; and the 
French believe that in this field the chief 
possibilities take the shape of aerial weap­ 
ons. 
The principal reason for the failure of 
many people in this country to understand 
the practical 
soundness 
of 
the French 
policy (which has nothing to do with the 
ethics or the morals of it) is their failure to 
realize that man 
power is no longer the 
main thing in war. They think that France 
is necessarily sowing the seeds of her own 
destruction 
because 
she is imposing a 
policy of force upon 
nations 
larger and 
more populous than herself. 
That is not 
true today and it will be even less true in 
the future.

REMEMBER THE CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENTS. 
From the St. Louis Star. 
The Christmas holidays out of the way, 
the country will turn its major attention to 
business with a part centered in the poli­ 
tical campaign. The more thoughtful busi­ 
ness men will be interested in candidates 
for office from president down. 
They re­ 
alize that the attitude of the president and 
members of congress on matters affecting 
business can increase or decrease prosperi­ 
ty according to public confidence in those 
officials. 
M issouri, like all other states, takes a 
material interest in the progress of the na­ 
tional campaign, but this year it should be 
more concerned immediately with the pro­ 
posed amendments to the state constitution. 
Following authorization of a body to amend 
the present or draft a new constitution, a 
convention of eighty-three representatives 
of the two leading parties from all sena­ 
torial districts in Missouri, drafted twenty- 
one amendments to the organic law. 
These amendments will be submitted to 
the voters at a special election to be held 
throughout the state February 26. It is the 
duty of leaders of both political parties to 
hold their campaign plans in abeyance un­ 
til after that time, at least to the extent 
that politics does not interfere with a thor­ 
ough discussion of the cause and effect of 
the various amendments. 
There should be a full opportunity for 
each amendment to be presented pro and 
con. The present constitution was adopted 
in 1875 when the state had only half the 
population it has today; there were com­ 
paratively few cities; the assessed valua­ 
tion was only one-eighth of that now; at­ 
tendance in the public schools was one- 
fifth of today’s; the annual appropriations 
for public schools 
has 
increased twenty- 
four times; cost 
of 
government has in­ 
creased twenty 
fold; 
manufacturing has 
multiplied many times, and the state has 
greatly increased its products of both farm 
and factory. 
The duty of taxpayers and voters must 
lot be clouded by a greater interest in poli­ 
tical questions. Campaigns come frequent­ 
er, but opportunity to discuss amendments 
:o the organic 
law 
comes 
only after a 
strenuous campaign for it. As a result, con­ 
sideration of the twenty-one amendments < 


should not be shoved into the background. 
It should be kept in the foreground until it 
is disposed of at the special election. 
Delegates to the convention devoted the 
greater part of eighteen 
months to con­ 
sideration of the present constitution, and 
those 
provisions 
needing 
amendment. 
Their recommendations constitute the in­ 
auguration of nothing radical. 
What they 
propose is their collective thought as to 
what is to the 
interest 
of the state as a 
whole. 
Many voters may hold different opinions 
to what the delegates thought, but the voter 
must remember that agreement upon con­ 
stitutional amendments are like agreement 
upon laws by legislatures: they are com­ 
promises among its members. If there was 
not the spirit of '*^Ming something to those 
who hold opposite views, it would be impos­ 
sible to work under our system of govern­ 
ment. 
The document presented is not a new 
constitution, but is a series of twenty-one 
amendments, any one of which can be ap­ 
proved 
or 
rejected 
without 
affecting 
others. 
But in attempting to differentiate 
between amendments, the voter is apt to be 
at sea. 
Those who have confidence, conse­ 
quently, in the integrity of a majority in 
the convention, should support them. 
Without attempting to enumerate even 
most of the proposals, the amendments pro­ 
vide an opportunity for cities to expand ter­ 
ritorially and in business, perfect the judic­ 
ial system of the state, 
provide a budget 
system for the state government whereby 
the expenditures shall be checked, fixes re­ 
sponsibility of administration on specific 
departments, gives grand juries full oppor­ 
tunity to investigate and indict perpetra­ 
tions of election fraud, 
simplifies indict­ 
ments, enables party committees to nomi­ 
nate by primary 
or 
convention, 
groups 
cities of the state and grants power of ad­ 
ministration so they can develop, gives the 
general assembly power to classify proper­ 
ty, provides for an elective state board of 
education 
which 
shall 
select a commis­ 
sioner.. 
These are only a few of the questions 
presented. 
The average voter has neither 
the time nor 
opportunity 
to digest their 
provisions. 
He consequently should con­ 
sider the integrity and capacity of a ma­ 
jority of the members of the convention, 
consider the amendments as much as his 
limited time and opportunity affords, and 
when he yields to judgment of others, he 
should give the collective thought of the 
delegates that drafted 
them 
prime con­ 
sideration. 
Above everything else, the voter should 
not forget what the amendments mean to 
him as a citizen of the commonwealth. Nor 
should he permit the exigencies of a poli­ 
tical campaign to overshadow his concern 
in them.

The government is in position to know* 
the facts and dispatches from Washington 
say that administration officials have com­ 
plete and inexhaustible evidence that the 
soviet is working to foment revolution in 
the United States. Fantastic as the idea of 
such a revolution seems to most of us, it is 
even more fantastic to 
suppose 
that the 
United States government has deceived it­ 
self or is deceiving us about this matter and 
that the soviet revolutionary propaganda is 
mainly imaginative. 
So there the matter must stand for the 
present and we do not see how* Americans 
can do otherwise than commend and sup­ 
port the government in the position it has 
taken.

state 
ceases, in fact, as well as in theory, its ef­ 
forts to upset our government and destroy 
our peace, we shall not extend it the hand 
of fellowship.
